On  16  October  1952  at  approximatvly  06501^  tba  vaatbar  conditions  wars  foxo* 
tenths  (4/10)  at  aixtj-flTe  hundred  (6500)  and  ten  (10)  miles  vieibilitjo  ffa  bad 
Just  finlahed  checking  in  with  ZimBerBan  Control  and  were  told  to  go  to  Sarly  Bird 
Contrela  7ha  route  of  trarel  was  to  take  us  orer  the  Punch  Bowl.  After  completing 
a turn  in  Grid  Square  D7  31369  I bain^  in  the  beck  seat^  started  to  check  the  UIE 
for  acti'Ticj,  While  in  the  saoe  Grid  Square^  I observed  what  appeared  to  bo  an 
aircraft  flying  along  the  BQil  on  an  Basterly  heading*  1 remerked  tc  1st  It*  Hooper 
that  there  was  a strange  aircraft  traveling  along  the  ilLP.  at  slx-thousaod  (6OOO) 
feet  icdiLcated*  At  this  tina  «e^  were  approzinately  sixty-three  hundred  (6300)  feet 
Icaicateo*  The  observation  of  the  object  was  first  observed  in  Grid  SquarSf  DT 
224l|  against  a cloud  background. 

X called  tba  attention  of  the  object  to  1st  Lt«  Hooper  for  his  observation. 

The  first  time  I noticed  the  objeot^  it  was  1230  from  u^.  1 continued  to  clock
